Mac Arthur Controversy 


A Problem in Democracy 


by C. C. Parks 


The midnight move by President Truman to relieve General of the 
Army MacArthur from all his commands, titles and prerogatives, appears 
to have aroused the American people as thoroughly as would an atomic 
bomb dropped on Washington, D.C. The action came as a great shock 
to most Americans, but it was no surprise to many politicians who 
were ‘in the know.’’ Six months ago, on October 11, 1950, our own 
Congressman E. K. Bramblett, in a statement published in the Mon- 


terey Peninsula Herald, stated: ‘‘Truman plans to fire MacArthur.’’ 


TIP-OFF 


There were many other signs this action was impending. General 
Ridgway is no stranger to the policies of the United Nations Organi- 
zatione Through his assignments with that activity he is well known 
and well liked by many of its top officials. Another tip-off is the very 
great publicity build-up given him, such as the incident where he 
knelt in the snow and tied the shoe-lace of a G.I. somewhere in Korea, 
and his numerous “‘folksy’’ visits with ‘‘his boys.”’ 

This violent commotion among our people will eventually subside; 
much as it did in the cases of General “‘Billy’’ Mitchell and Admiral 
Louis Denfeld, Was, or is, this good? Who can say for sure? Judging 
from. our history, some good may be expected to accrue from the 


aroused interest of the people. 


Certainly the Air Corps benefitted from the publicity in the Mitchell 
case, and only the most blind would deny the advances made by uni- 
fication of the services following the gallantly sacrificed career of 
Admiral Denfeld,. 

It seems to this writer that a great lesson on the workings of demo- 
cracy, and the paradoxes of human behavior, are to be learned from the 
MacArthur firing. It would be hard to find a case where the opinion of 
the whole country has been more evenly divided on an important issue. 
Polls taken in New York, Florida, Washington, D.C. and California, 


indicate newspapers, radio commentators, and just plain Joe Citizen , 


are about equally split between the President and the General. 


POINT AND COUNTERPOINT 


Each side musters endless facts and circumstances to bolster its 
charges and counter-charges. There are learned and respected men and 
women from all walks of life on each side, each believing whole-- 
heartedly in his side of the controversy, and writing or speaking vehe- 
mently in behalf of it.

Now, supposedly the same facts and circumstances are known, or 
at least available, to both sides. Why then, the division in judgment?

Apparently, not because other nations, with various forms of govern- 
ment, all over the globe, are chiming in, some pro, some con. As with 
ours, their peoples are about equally divided. 

However, after this fuss is over, and the feathers have settled, we 
won’t be too surprised if our great, democratic country becomes even 
more great and more democratic. That’s what happened after other great 
upheavals in public opinion. 

Maybe we’d all better take the race-track tout’s advice:
